¢ Presented the Hess Gas Station rezoning to the Commission (Ordinance No. 02-2015) for first reading. The second
reading of the ordinance is scheduled for the May 18™ Commission hearing.

¢ Met for a comprehensive review of the impact fee methodology being employed by the consultant to update the City’s
impact fee schedule. Impacts fees for parks, transportation, fire safety, and law enforcement were focused on and
additional information to calculate the methodologies were provided to the consultant to complete their analysis.

¢ Conducted a site visit to the Saxon Sterling Silver BPUD properties. Construction of all three buildings is underway
simultaneously, as well as on-going site work. The mast-arm signal posts are being constructed, as well.

¢ Received the completed 100% construction plans for the Lakeshore
Multi-Use Trail. The plan set represents collaboration between the City,
the TPO, FDOT, and the ECHO program to bring this project to con-
struction. The end result will be a very scenic and safe 12-ft. wide trail
between Thornby Park and Green Springs Park to enjoy the lake edge

CITY MANAGER’S OFFICE DALE BAKER, ACTING CITY MANAGER

Office of Economic Development (OED): (Jerry Mayes, Economic Development Manager)

¢ Recorded a ‘Dollars & Sense’ economic development interview with Robin King, the President and Chief Executive
Officer for Career Source Flagler/Volusia. The interview dealt mainly with workforce issues: the sizeable decrease in un-
employment; services to workers, both employed and unemployed; services to businesses. Career Source Flagler/Volusia
has been a partner with the City, assisting in research and data, in both the City’s ‘Job Fairs’, and with workforce develop-
ment. Given that Deltona has a workforce exceeding 47,000, the assistance has been valuable and appreciated.

¢  Met and discussed various aspects of development with Bill Griffin, Halifax Health’s Director of Research and Planning,
and Rafael Ramirez, Halifax Health’s Market Development Specialist. Discussions were centered on the current status of
the Saxon Boulevard facility, development at the Howland Boulevard and SR 415 property, and the progress in obtaining
the Howland Boulevard and -4 property.

¢ Met with Pastor William Bradley of the New Hope Baptist Church on Lake Helen-Osteen Road, to discuss his plans for an
Assisted Living Facility on the church’s property.
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¢ Met with Vice Mayor Schleicher regarding Ecological Tourism and Thornby Park. The Vice Mayor was enthused with the
idea of a botanical garden and a historic facility at the site and plans to ask the Commission to champion this project. The
Vice Mayor, Lee Lopez, and I met again later during the week to begin a timeline and set goals; updated the “Thornby
Botanical Gardens & Fort Kingsbury Reconstruction Historical Facility Project” progress sheet.

¢ Met with Commissioner Herzberg to discuss her representation of the City at Team Volusia’s Executive Board meeting
regarding the need for a ‘business park’ so that the City can compete with surrounding cities and counties.

¢ Attended the International Economic Development Council’s webinar: “Shifting Workforce Development into High Gear”,
which focused on various means to advance the capabilities of an existing workforce.

¢ Joined the Bethune-Cookman steering committee to help prepare for their upcoming “Educational Justice Conference”
regarding the issue of “Workforce Development”.

¢ Prepared the Deltona Economic Development Advisory Board (DEDAB) Q1/2015 Commission Report and the DEDAB
working meeting draft agenda.

¢ Commissioner Diane Smith (District 2) invited Lee Lopez (P1O), Larry Kent (local business owner) and me to meet with
Volusia School District to discuss internship opportunities for students at University High School in Orange City. Much of
their high school population comes from Deltona, and the discussion centered on the utilization of interns within certain
City departments.

¢ Met with Marianne Blair, Volusia School District Career Academy representative, to discuss Career Cadre Workforce
Preparation and Community Involvement in the planned “rebuild” of Deltona Middle School.

¢ Met with Ryon Stewart of Buxton, a company that specializes in the development of recruiting campaigns and assisting
cities recruit retail businesses. Previous meetings with two other recruiting businesses have occurred earlier this year.
These meetings are a part of the planned budget request for the 2015-2016 budget year.
